Few men have exerted a greater 
influence on the early history 
at 
Missouri than Frederick Bates. As. 
secretary and often 
acting-gover­ 
nor, he played an important 
part 
in the formative years of Missouri 
and after statehood had been 
ac­ 
quired, he became the second State- 
governor. The career of this man» 
which cast him in important and 
responsible roles on the frontier» 
of the United States, began at Bel­ 
mont, Goochland County, Virginia, 
on June 23, 1777, one hundred fifty- 
seven years ago this week. 
Being one of nine 
children of 
parents who suffered financially m 
the American revolution, Frederick 
Bates did not receive a college ed­ 
ucation. He became, however, well 
versed in history and government* 
knew the Latin classics and had a 
vigorous 
command 
of 
English 
About 1794 he entered the office of 
the clerk 
of 
Goochland 
county 
where for three years he studied! 
law. He was appointed postmaster- 
of the county seat in 1796 and heli 
the office until he was appointed to 
the quartermaster’s department of 
the Army of the Northwest in 1797- 
Michigan territory had not yet. 
been formed when Bates made the 
trip on horseback from Virginia to 
Detroit where he was soon to play 
an important part in the formation- 
of the new government. 
In 
1800 
Bates became a merchant at De­ 
troit and prospered, but in 
the 
Detroit fire of 1805 he lost nearly 
all his property. 
From 1802 
to 
1805 he was deputy postmaster o f 
the town. In 1804 he was made re­ 
ceiver of public monies and one of 
the commissioners to 
settle 
the 
tangle of old French and 
English 
land claims. On March 3, 1805, he 
was made associate judge of 
the 
new Michigan Territory, and 
m 
this capacity he played a leading; 
part in organizing the 
territorial 
government. 
While in Washington 
early 
inr 
1807, reporting on Michigan land 
decisions, Bates was appointed sec­ 
retary 
of 
Louisiana 
Territory* 
which included what is now Mis­ 
souri. 
He was also made recorder 
of land titles and 
member of a 
board of commissioners to decide 
land claims in the territory. When 
he arrived at St. Louis on April 1, 
1807, Upper Louisiana had 
been 
under control of the United States 
for only about three 
years, 
and 
many of the officials were suspect­ 
ed of being involved in the 
Burr 
conspiracy^ Bales’ assignment war 
made 
largely 
because 
President 
Jefferson had complete 
confidence 
in him. 
For nearly a year, until the new 
governor, Meriwether Lewis, 
ar­ 
rived at St. Louis 
on March 
8* 
1808, Frederick Bates was acting 
governor of 
the 
territory. 
He 
allied himself with no factions 
in 
the territory and gave a just, effici­ 
ent administration. The 
import­ 
ance of the governor’s office at that 
time was considerable, for he and 
the territorial judges made laws 
for the territory, and for weeks at 
a time, especially during the win­ 
ter months, the executive was en­ 
tirely out of touch with Washing­ 
ton and had to meet problems 
on 
his own initiative. Bates also help­ 
ed Brig.-Gen. William 
Clark 
re­ 
organize the territorial militia, won 
the support of the Chouteaus 
who* 
were influential with the 
Indians* 
and in 1808 found time to compile 
the laws in the first book publish­ 
ed in Missouri. 
Fraudulent 
and 
illegal 
land 
claims incident to the transfer 
of 
the territory 
from 
French 
and 
Spanish control 
to the 
United 
States also occupied Bates’ 
time. 
He was engaged in untangling this 
difficult maze for five years 
and' 
once made a trip of over 1000 miles 
into the Arkansas country gather­ 
ing evidence. 
When the work was 
completed in January, 
1812, 
the 
commissioners had passed on 3000- 
claims. 
Bates held his other ap­ 
pointment as recorder of land, titles 
until 1824. 
For nearly two years from Sep­ 
tember, 1809, until the summer of 
1811, Bates was again acting gov­ 
ernor. 
Governor Lewis had 
met 
death in 1809, and during the time 
Bates was waiting for 
Benjamin 
Howard, the new governor, to take 
over the office, he was concerned 
with disputes over leases, 
lead 
mines, delicate Indian relations on 
the frontier, and the strengthening 
of the militia. 
When the 
Louisiana 
Territory 
became Missouri Territory in 1812* 
Howard continued as governor and 
Bates as secretary. A short tim e 
after the War of 1812 broke 
out* 
Howard resigned to become briga­ 
dier-general in the army, and from 
that time umil the administration 
of William Clark began in July, 
1813, Bates served for the 
third 
and last time as acting 
governor- 
He was secretary of the territory 
until 
a 
State 
government wa* 
formed in 1820. 
Bates was elect­ 
ed second governor of the 
Stato 
in 1824, defeating the popular fur- 
trader, Wm. H Ashley. 
He did 
not get to serve 
out 
his entire 
term, however, 
for 
he 
died 
of 
pleurisy in August, 1825, at 
hi*

Grain production, handling 
and 
marketing practices have changed 
greatly since 1916, when the Unit­ 
ed States Grain Standards Act was 
passed. 
Some revisions were made 
from time to time in the standards 
promulgated 
under 
that act 
to 
keep pace with these changes, and 
four years ago the Bureau of Ag­ 
ricultural Economics began a study 
aimed to complete the moderniza­ 
tion of the standards. 
A number 
of State agricultural colleges 
in 
the grain producing States 
co­ 
operated in this study. 
The new and revised standards 
were formulated by the bureau af­ 
ter four years of research, issued 
in tentative form for public consid­ 
eration and thereafter subjected to 
a two-year experimental applica­ 
tion in the field offices of Federal 
Grain 
Supervisión

their practicability and usefulness. 
Many conferences were held with 
committees representing producers 
and others interested in the grain 
industry, and in the winter of 1933-

A few specific examples 
of the 
changes in the 
grades 
of wheat,

Economics discovered from its sta­ 
tistical studies of this m atter that 
less than one-half of 1 per cent of

to their interests because it depre­ 
ciated the level of quality of

The hazard

depreciated quality was

inherent always in elevator

Few men have exerted a greater 
influence on the early history 
of 
Missouri than Frederick Bate«. A*; 
secretary and often 
acting-gover­ 
nor, he played an important 
part 
in the formative years of Missouri 
and after statehood had been 
ac­ 
quired. he became the second S tata 
governor. The career of this m an, 
which cast him in important and 
responsible roles on the frontier* 
of the United State«, began at Bel­ 
mont, Goochland County, Virginia, 
on June 23, 1777, one hundred fifty- 
seven years ago this week. 
Being one of nine children of“ 
parents who suffered financially in 
the American revolution, Frederick 
Bates did not receive a college ed­ 
ucation. He became, however, well 
versed in history and government, 
knew the Latin classics and had a 
vigorous 
command 
of 
English 
About 1794 he entered the office of 
the clerk 
of 
Goochland 
county 
where for three years he studied' 
law. He was appointed postmaster 
of the county seat in 1796 and hell» 
the office until he was appointed to 
the quartermaster’s department of 
the Army of the Northwest in 1797. 
Michigan territory had not yet 
been formed when Bates made the 
trip on horseback from Virginia to 
Detroit where he was soon to play 
an important part in the formation 
of the new government.

Bates became a merchant at De­ 
troit and prospered, but in

Detroit fire of 1806 he lost nearly 
all his property. 
From 1802

1805 he was deputy postmaster of 
the town. In 1804 he was made re­
